1 . Claim 49 has been amended to depend from 31 , not cancelled claim 30. 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 14 and 16 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Moore(888). 

A further review of the current claims and prior art has resulted in the current rejection of 
these two claims. Component 42, sink 40 with cutouts 48, polygonal clip 
12/1 4/1 6/22/26/etc, with the sink overhanging the component on all sides is clearly 
shown, as are all other recited details. Webster's II New Riverside University 
Dictionary(1994) defines "overhang" as "to project or extend beyond". Such clearly 
allows the current interpretation of reading the claim language on the Moore reference. 
Furthermore, the reference would function perfectly even if turned over, etc. 

4. Claims 17-29,47 and 48 are objected to, while claims 31-46 and 49-52 are 
allowed. 

5. Concerning applicant's remarks, references BB and CC on the 1449 form are not 
cited since such are not proper references. 10/072598 was earlier considered, but is 
currently unavailable to the examiner. 

The claims are indeed broader in some respects. Claims 14 and 16 are now 
rejected after reconsideration as to their current scope. 
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The comments on page 10, lines 15-22 of the remarks are not adhered to. It is 
not assumed that the frame and hole are both round. Page 2 lines 9 and 10 refer to the 
prior art, not the current case.
